It Was pointed out that some of the infor¬ 
mation, such as informant payments and the cost effectiveness .of 
the informant program, is impossible to retrieve. Shaheen said 
that we should make a good-faith effort to comply and. if it was 
not possible to. do so, we should discuss the matter with the Com¬ 
mittee Staff. He also said that if the Staff Members go beyond 
mere access and .ask for delivery of such materials to the Commit¬ 
tee, these requests must be submitted in writing by the Chairman. 


With regard to the'letter of July, 30, Shaheen said the 
Deputy, Attorney General had instructed that the materials re¬ 
quested in the. first paragraph be, furnished to the Committee as 
soon as possible. These included:- (1) the Spring Planning Call 
submitted to the FBI by the Department of Justice; (2). the Spring 
Planning Call response sent: by the FBI to thei Department;, and (3) 
the ten-year, budget charts indicating resource allocations. 


The letter also requested a briefing by Mr. Groover on 
budgetary matters. Shaheen said that if Staff; Members inquire 
about any particularly sensitive matters they should be told to 
submit their questions in writing.; It is possible that such in¬ 
formation’ may. be made available to the Committee at a later time 
in. Executive Session,, upon, approval by the Department.. 

Mr. Shaheen also said, that we should attempt to. furnish 
all budgetary information already provided to GAO pursuant to 
its investigation for the House Judiciary Committee, but. it is 
not necessary to meet the August 6 deadline.
